During many of the sessions,' 
the speakers will point out 
authors who they have say pur- 
sued the truth and other writers 
of assassination books who have 
contributed to misun- 
derstanding, spread untruths 
and whose main purpose in 
publishing has been for profit, * 
v Wrone said.
